1 Resolved, That the President of the Senate is authorized

5 and other areas as needed to conduct a study on United States 

6 security and foreign policy interests in those areas with par- 

7 ticular emphasis on worldwide nuclear proliferation and to 

8 designate the co-chairmen of said delegation. 

9 Sec. 2. (a) The expenses of the delegation, including 

10 staff members designated by the co-chainnen to assist said

3 (b) The expenses of the delegation shall include such
